THE INVLUENCE OF A 
JUDICIAL SUMMING-UP. 
From Montagu Williams’ 

‘Leaves of a Life. 

It was about this time. that I Ggurea in 
another trial of a remarkable character, A 
man; whose name for tho moment I forget, 
was charged at the Middlesex Sessions, 
bofore Sir William Bodkin, with -sheep- 
stenling. Mr Metcalfe prosenneds and I 
defended. - p 

Tho evidence against the prisoner depend- . 
ed entirely upon the question of identity. 
Two policomen declared that one morning 
just as daylight waa breaking, they met the 
prisoner, in the neighbourhood of Hornaey, 
driving a flock of’ shoep in the direction of 
the Cattle Market. The ‘pridoiier, it was 
alloged, stopped ono of the constables, and 
asked foralight for his pipe, which was 
given him. Both witnessos.. pasitively 
swore that the prisoner was theman. They 
had, in fact, picked him out. at the station, 
from a number of other persons ; and there 
was no shaking their evidence. 

A publican from tho Mest Market was 
also called, and he swore that the priscner 
was tho man who drove the sheep into his 
yard to be slaughtered, The butcher who 
bought the carcases was also called, and he 
declared on oath that tho prisoner was the - 
man who sold them to him. 

The accused strongly protested his in- 
nocence. My instructions ‘were to call 
witnesses who would provo 4 conclusive 
alili, These witnesses were the prisoner's 
father, muther, and sisters. Ho was 4 
married man: but, of course, it was not 
competent for him to call his wifo as a 
witnesa on his behalf: The law which pro-_ 
hibits this course of action- will probably 
soon be altered, and, in my humble opinion, 
the sooner the better. 

Tho family all lived togother in throe little 
rooma,. A plan of tha house was produced 
a. rough plan, such as slone would 
be within the meana of a poor man—and 
from this plan it appeared ‘that tha 
sisters occupied a room approached from { 
the passage, and that the prisoner and his 
wifo occupied a room that had only one 
door, which opened into tho-third room— 
the ono occupied by the father and mother. 
As I havo said, tho various members of the 
prisoner's family, except his wife, were put 
into the box. They all swore that at about 
cleven o'clock p.m., the prisoner and his 
wife retired to bed, ‘that the former got up 
between six and seven on the following 
miorning, and that he chad not stirred from 
his room in the-interval.- “Had hedone ao, 
it was pointed out, he must have passed 
through the room occupied by his father 

avd mother, who would assuredly have 
heard him ; and they both swore positively 
that they had not done so, that he had not 
passed through, and ‘that the outer door 
had not been unfastened ‘during tho night. 

These good folks gave their evidenca 
most admirably, and upon their being eross- 
examined by opposing counsel, their state. 
ments were not shaken in the least. They 
appeared te be honest. and respectable 
peoplo, and it was manifest that they felt 
acutely the miserable. position. in whieli 
their relative was placed. 

In summing up, the assistant Judge, Sir 
William, pooh-pootied the alibi. He 
observed-that they inust all feel sorry for 
the witnesses. Thay. were, however, rela- 
tives of the prisoner, and there, they, had 
the strongest inducement ta shield. him. 
His lordship also pointed out that it had 
transpired that prisoner was the - bread-

SOUTH AFRICA. 


The Boer Generals and Mr 

Chamberlain. : 

London, September 9,—Tho. 

Generals have sailed for tho Hague. 

Sept. 10,—The Dutch Premier had a 

along interview with the Boer Generala 
to-day. 


An official report of the discusions be- 
tween Mr Chamberlain “and the Boer 
Generals has been published by the latter. 

On the 23rd August they drafted a long 
list of points they deaired to discuss, to 
which Mr Chamberlain replied declining to 
consider thom, becaugo they re-opened the 
terns of surrender which were irrovocablo. 
Ultimately the Boers agreed to Mr Cham. 

berlain's stipulations ; and the Couference 
was held on the Sth. September. The tone 
throughout was cordial. : 

Tho Boers dwelt on the question of an 
amnesty, saying that Lord Kitchener 
promised to recummend un amnesty at. the 
time of the Coronation. 

Mr Chamberlain replied that it rested 
with the Cape and the Natal Governments, 
whose genervus intentions were not to be 
interforéd with by Imperial discussions. 

The conversation afterwards turned on 
various topics, for instance, thb repatriation 
of prisoners ; tho oath of allegiance ; the 
employment of the National Scouts ; sale 
of furmsa ; and the addition of torntory: te 
Natal. 

Mr Chamberlain's veplios were tirm, but 
concilistory, and appeared to satisfy the 
Generals, 

Finally he made a speech expreasing his 
desire of co-operation with men like the 
Generals. He wns sure that if the Boers 
would mevt us half way, they wou'd find 
us xa good friends as we had been loyal 
enemies. 

September 11... General Botha urged 
that the grant of three millions was inade- 
quate, and asked that assistance be given 
to the widows und orphans. . 

Mr ain replied: * We have 
done more then evuld be expected of us, 
and have done all we can afford to do.’
